The result 
isthe small consumers and the 
careful consumers pay for more 
than they get, the excess pay go- 
img to offset the over-drafts of the 
large consumers, It is apparent 
that this is very unfair, and that 
the charge should be based upen 
vuantity. With a meter on every 
service the exact quantity drawn is 
known and charged to the consum- 
er, everybody pays for just what 
he gets and mobody is burdened 
with the cost of the large consump- 
tion of his neighbor or business 
competitor. 

Besides establishing equity in 
the charges to the consumers, and 
im the returns to the water depart.

ECENT news from Tibet has been 
of a disturbing character, says 
the Sphere. It was first reported 

that the Tibetans were likely to cause 
trouble on the trade routes into that 
country owing to the British Govern- 
ment not having replaced the Dalai 
Lama in Lhasa, Later news from Dar- 
jeeling, where the Dalai Lama still con- 
tinues to stay, says that Tibetan trad- 
ers there ridicule the Chinese suggestion 
of danger to British trade agencies. The 


Tibetans, they say, continue to enter- 
tain feelings of gratitude towards the 
British and still hope that the latter 


will assist them in ba agg | the Chi- 
nese, whom they consider their arch 
enemies. They contrast the British in- 
vasion, which respected the Tibetan re- 
ligion, with the conduct of the Chinese 
in Eastern Tibet, who burn the monas- 
teries, sacred books and images. Above 
all, the Tibetans resent the Chinese at- 
tack on the Dalai Lama. The Chinese 
are stated to be finding difficulty in get- 
ting rations and are realizing the 
strength of Tibetan passive resistance. 
It is understood that the Linsha Khen- 
chen, the officiating head of the Tibetan 
Government, has been imprisoned and 
sentenced to death for refusing to ap- 
prove the Chinese policy, but that the 
sentence has not been carried out. 

The main road between Lhasa and 
India is closed to Tibetan officials and 
trade is greatly disturbed. The officials 
are traveling via Nepal, Khambajong 
and Bhutan, 

A few days ago a highly important 
Tibetan deputation arrived at Darjeel- 
ing, the members of which stated that 
the Chinese, finding the plan of replac- 
ing the Dalai Lama impossible, request- 
ed them to bring him back, but it is not 
likely that he will return without a 
pledge from Peking regarding the safe- 
ty of himself and the ministers. 

Those who have made no special study 
of Asiatic conditions have been puzzled 
by ari features of the internal econ- 
omy of Tibet. Many of these difficulties 
will be made clear by the historical 
chapters in Lieut.-Colonel Waddell’s 
‘*Lhasa and its Mysteries,’’ published 
by Mr. Murray. his in brief is the 
story which the author tells of the rise 
of the curious priest kings of Tibet. 

Seizing advantage of an invasion 
and the waning power of the Sakya 
pope, an ambitious high priest of the 
vigorous young rival sect of Lama, the 
‘yellow caps,’’ or so-called ‘* virtuous 
order,’’ snatched the temporal rule out 
of the hands of the ‘‘red caps.’’ Him- 
self of a princely family, he persuaded 
his patron, the Tartar prince, Gusbi 
Khan, to overthrow by an armed force 
the Sakya pontiff and to raise him to 
the kingship instead. In return for this 
favor Gushi and his successors were 
made military commanders at Lhasa 
with the title of ‘‘kings,’’ whilst the 
de facto king and absolute monarch 
was this yellow-cap high priest. His 
surname was ‘‘ Vast as the Ocean’’ (in 
Tibetan, Gyatsho, which in the Mongol 
language of hie Dostan patron ix‘! Dut 
jai’’); hence came the title of ‘Dalai 
Lama’’ (or vulgarly ‘‘Ta-le’’), by 
which the priest kings of Lhasa are best 
known to Europeans. ‘The first Dalai 
Lama was not known to the Tibetans as 
such but as ‘‘the Precious Protector,’’ 
or ** Victorious Lord.’’ On gaining the 
throne he visited the Manchu Emperor 
of China, who had just overthrown the 
Ming dynasty, and offering him his feal- 
ty was confirmed in the sovereignty of 
Tibet. ¥ 

This Tibetan Cardinal Wolsey, the 
first of the pope kings or sovereign Da- 
lai Lamas of Lhasa, was named ‘‘ Lob 
zang the Eloquent.’’ He was a born 
diplomatist, and the most masterful fig 
ure which has ever passed across the 
stage of Tibetan history, It was he, 
as far as Lieut.-Colonel Waddell eould 
ascertain, who invested himself and his 
successors with the halo of divine origin 
and 4 supernatural ancestry in order to 
consolidate his rule and secure firmer 
hold upon the superstitious reverence of | 
the poor Tibetans. 

The manner in which he contrived to 
do this seems to have been as trollows: 
He was the fifth of the series of chief 
ubbots of the new yellow-capped order 
of celibate Lamas who had adopted for 
their high priest, or chief abbot, Budd- 
ha’s title of ‘‘the Vietor’’ or ‘‘Con- 
queror of Life.’’ For thege five genera- 
tious of abbots the succession had been 
regulated on the fiction of supposed re- 
incarnation of the spirit of the first ab- 
bot, who on dying was believed to be 
immediately reborn again and again in 
to the world in the body of a newly-born 
infant for the good of his monastery 
and his order of yellow caps. 

Availing himself of the received 
theory that he himself was a reincarna- 
tion of the first abbot, this new Grand 
Lama enlarged the theory on the prin- 
ciple of the divine right of kings to rule 
so as to make it appear that both he 
himself and the first abbot were re 
incarnations of the most powerful and 
popular king of Tibet, namely, Strongt- 
san Gampo; that the latter in his turn 
was an earthly incarnation of a com- 
passionate spirit, the ‘‘ Lord of Merey,’’ 
who is supposed to be a potential Budd- 
ha who relinquished his prospect of be- 
coming a Buddha and of passing out of 
the world and existence into the Nir- 
vana of extinetion in order to remain 
in Heaven and be available to assist all 
men on earth who may call upon him to 
deliver them from earthly danger, to 
help them to reach Paradise and eseape 
Hell, 

All of these three great objects are, 
the Tibetans believe, easily secured b 
the mere utterance of the mystic 8; elt 
of this Lord of Mercy, namely, ‘‘O’m! 
ma-ni pad-me Hung!’’—Hail! Jewel 
(Lord of Merey) in the Lotus Flower! 
It is not even necessary to utter this 
spell to secure its eflicacy, The mere 
looking at it in its written form is of 
equal benefit. 

In this way this Dalai Lama converg- 
ed upon himself the most popular 
legends and traditions of the Tibetans 
and appropriated the most popular of 
all the mystic spelis, ‘*‘Om! ma-ni pad- 
me Hung!’’ On these lines he con-

The 
Jesuit, Greuber, who visited Lhasa at 
this time, about 1656 A.D, calls this 
draconian Buddhist monk ‘‘that devil- 
ish God-the-Father who puts to death 
such as refuse to adore him.’’ | And se 
this fiction of the priest god at Lhasa 
invoked by the mystic ‘‘Om! ma-ni pad- 
me Hung!’’ has continued up till new. 


BEHIND THE SCENES AT THE 
BRUSSELS FIRE 


VERY great disaster in whieh ha- 
man-kind is concerned is sure te 
furnish examples of  hereism 

which stand out in vivid contrast to the 
temper of the confused and panie- 
stricken crowd, Though there were few 
casualities in the disastrous fire whieh 
recently overwhelmed the Belgian and 
British sections of the Brussels Bxpesi- 
tion, pluck and daring were not laek- 
ing—even in the brief time which rush 
of the flames afforded. A correspondent 
of the London Daily Chronicle reporte 
the experience of some of the officials 
in charge of the British seetion. As 
soon as the Belgian section was threat- 
ened they had brought out the hose, bet 
the pressuse was sadly inadequate. ‘‘ AM 
that we could obtain,’’ said one of the 
officials, ‘‘was a tiny stream whieh re- 
sembled that made by a child’s toy 
squirt.’’ 

In fifteen minutes the roof of the Bel 
gian section fell in and the whole phiee 
was gutted, It was appalling! ‘he 
roar of the flames was terrible! The 
simply leapt towards the British Pavil- 
ion, and encireled it greedily. We alt 
made a rush for the es and set about 
saving the papers and documents stoted 
in the archives, It was trying and peril- 
ous work, 

As we traversed the building from 
the office to the exit doors with eur 
arms full of documents, glass from the 
windows began to fall in showers, and 
the electric light wires, which were 
burnt through, fell across our path with 
a fizzling sound. Everybody was in 
danger of being electrocuted as well as 
burnt. Then the roof began to shew 
signs of going, and we had to flee for 
our lives after contriving to save a few 
armfuls of papers. 

Among others who stayed by to help 
was Mrs. Balaam, the wife of the Brit- 
ish accountant. She was in the offiee 
at the moment the fire broke out. ‘Phe 
crowd in terror stampeded wildly frem 
the gronnés, hut Mrs Balaam preferred 
the danger, 

At the first sign of danger Mr. Ba- 
laam begged his wife to y, but the 
brave womun absolutely refused te 
leave her husband’s side and, undaunt- 
ed by the onward rush of the flames, 
she set abont saving the office effeets 
and papers with the employees. She 
was the last to escape, and got safely 
out, with her toilette relked” and her 
face blackened by the smoke, very 
one in the British section speaks in au 
qualified terms of praise of the splendid 
example of heroism shown by this Eng 
lishwoman, who unflinchingly looked 
death in the face. 

The brave fight made against the fire 
on Sunday night in the British section 
is as fine a record of bravery as ean be 
found anywhere in our country’s ap 
nals, After the five attendants, with 
the inadequate water supply, had found 
it impossible to stay the advance of the 
flames, they set about saving the con 
tents of the art furniture section, They 
dragged out one valuable tapestry, and 
would probably have saved a second, 
but they found the door blocked by the 
inrush of soldiers and police, These 
men were beside themselves with exeite 
ment, With fixed bayonets they ad 
vanced toward the little band engaged 
in salvage operations and turned every 
body out. 

At the last moment, when the ep 
crouching flames had already eaten half 
way through the doomed British seetion, 
George Heather, one of the attendants, 
who earlier had given proof of sueb 
splendid courage, remembered that a 
watchdog belonging to a Belgian night 
watehman was tied up in a corner ef 
the building. The terrified howls of the 
poor animal, which was tugging madly 
at its chain, were too much fer the 
humane Heather. At the imminent risk 
of his life he dashed through the smoke 
and flames and cut away the dog’s col 
Jar with his pocket-knife, thus nobly 
saving its life. The animal had, how 
ever, gone mad from fright, and savage 
ly bit its captor in the face. 

In the midst of the raging fire a num 
ber of monkeys in the menagerie found 
a way of escape from their eage, and 
one by one they crawled out ef the 
smoke and bolted for some neighboring 
trees. One gorilla returned today to 
the scene of the fire, as if trying to find 
its former home, but nothing bas bees 
seen of any of the others, 

After all, the danger from the de 
mented dog was but slight, eompared 
with that incurred by the British offi- 
cials from the animals in Bostock’s 
menagerie, which was situated to the 
north-west of the British section, In it 
were confined several lions, tigers, pan 
thers, a number of cobras, and a camel. 
As the fire ate its way toward the men 
agerie the fiendish roaring of the terri 
fled beasts added another note of hor 
ror to the scene, As some of the Brit- 
ish officials told me today, at every mo 
ment while they were busy fighting the 
fire they expected that their savage 
neighbors would succeed in breaking 
loose, and would be upon them, One 
tiger did break away, and, as panie-mad 
as any of the human throng that had 
fought so madly to escape, dashed 
wildly around the fire-free portion of 
the grounds. Luckily it was shot in 
time by a party of soldiers. A eamel 
alone was saved, The calcined remains 
of the other captives in the menagerie 
may still be seen where a lingering 
death overtook them,

We should 
remember that we have no more 
right to hear what evil tongues 
may say, than eviltongues have 
to suy what they ought not. We 
could not give the tongue of 
slander a more pointed and suc- 
cessful rebuke than to refuse to 
listen to it. If we are watchful 
of our ears others would be con- 
strained to bridle their tongues. 
If allmen were deaf and blind 
there would be no slander because 
there would be none to hear or 
read itand the unruly member 
would of necessity be kept in 
order. But nowthere are hearers 
and readers and hense the tongue 
and pen must be guarded, Idle 
words are often the cause of in- 
estimable mischief, A good 
name is rather to be chosen than 
riches. But the tongue of slander 
may rob us of our good name 
and leave us poor indeed. The 
tongue will be evil while the 
heart is wrong for out cf 
the abundance of the heart 
the mouth speaketh. 

The best remedy for an evil ton- 
gue is anew heart but as even 
the best of us are sanctified in 
part, we must adopt such a rem- 
e dy; Take, heed what ye hear 
We must refuse to listen to what 
the evil tongue says. The 
listner is a partaker with the 
speaker: therefore at all times, 
now and ever, take heed what 
ye hear, don’t hear everything, 
and don’t repeat everything you 


hear.

Speaking of heat and cold, however, 
reminds one of the Frenchman, Moissan, 
who attained such terrific high tempera- 
tures in hig eleetric furnace as to break 
up hitherto unbreakable compounds, 
Then a couple of years ago a Dutchman 
at Leyden, Professor Kammerlingh On- 
nes, succeeded in liquefying helium, 
going almost to the theoretical 273 de- 
grees centigrade below zero, absolute 
zero of space, at which a gas would 
have no volume and simply become no- 
thing. The truth is that nobody knows 
ust, precisely what would happen, for 
e didn’t get quite to 273 degrees. Still, 
he made a great reputation by gene

Ip the study of animals people have 
attained queer reputations. Dr. Daniel 
G. Elliott, honorary curator of the Am- 
erican Museum of Natural History of 
New York, is completing a book of all 
apes. He has spent a lifetime studying 
apes, visiting every museum and zoologi- 
cal garden in the world, and once mak- 
ing a journey around the earth. 

Sir John Lubbock is best known as a 
banker, but among scientists he is the 
man who knows most about ants, and 
has written very learnedly about them. 
Dr, MeCook was supposed to be a mis- 
sionary, but his real reputation rests on 
spiders, An Englishman, Professor John 
Gould, made a name for himself by jour- 
neying all the way from Canada to 
Patagonia collecting humming-birds to 
the number of two thousand, 

Every locality has its celebrity. New 
Bedford boasts 'a man who has collected 
a library on whales from Jonah to date. 
Provincetown, Massachusetts, has a man 
named David C, Stull, who has acquired 
& great reputation in ambergris, and is 
usually referred to as the ‘‘ambregris 
king.’’ Ambergris is the stuff that a 
whale secretes around any indigestible 
substance which gets stuck inside him. 
It is worth its weight in gold, and is 
used as a binder in perfumery, holding 
the oils and aleohol together, This man, 


makes porpoise-oil, which is used exten- 
tively in the finest watches. So in his 
way he is a veritable John D. 

A man in Mississippi has the most 
complete collection of human teeth 
known, hundreds and thousands of them, 
But for queer specialties a man in Chi- 
eago takes a high place. He collects 
all-stones—human, bovine, or any other 
ind. He pays high prices tor them 
if necessary. Just what he does with 


ny one lenowe. 
tty nearly all the world’s notables 
acquired great reputations for the 
side lines they have taken up. A crowd 
of millionaires or crowned heads would 
resemble the scene in ‘‘ Tristram Shan- 
dy,’’? where each was valiantly riding 
his hobby. wr. Morgan has acquired 
a reputation as an art collector and has 
a museum in his back-yard that cost 
millions to build and fill, Gillott, the 
great steel-pen manufacturer, was & 
judge of Cremona fiddles, and, though 
he couldn’t play a note, had enough of 
them to stock two orchestras of London 
playhouses. He could detect a sham in 
an instant. 

The late King Edward’s reputation as 
a judge of first editions of English clas 
sics was well known, and he also had 
a penchant for walking sticks, of which 
he had several hundred, The King of 
Italy is an expert numismatist, and has 
recently published a seientifie treatise 
dealing with coins, particularly those of 
his own country. He has a remarkable 
private collection. 

The King of Greece has 
odd reputation, He has a wonderful 
collection of door-handles, a whole 
roomful, of every shape, and size. If 
he ever sees one that he likes, he takes 
it home with him, Once, when the 
Prince of Wales asked him to his house 
for a visit, it was stipulated that door- 
knobs were to be immune from assaults 
by his itching fingers. 

The Kaiser has something of a reputa 
tion for ties and searfs, the Queen of 
Spain for playing ecards, the Czarina for 
cartoons, Prince Edward of wagans 
for stamps. But among the royal col 
lections, none is more unusual than that 
of Alfonso of Spain, He has collected 
the things that have endangered his 
life; they seem to fascinate him. He 
has fragments of bombs, a large stone, 
and the skin of one of the horses killed 
on his wedding-day as he was being 
driven through the street. 

People who have taken up one hobby 
or another have often acquired such re 
putations from them that at the mere 
mention of the subject others will say,

‘*As to that, go ask So-and-So.’’ of 
course, many of these reputations, 


though based on minute specialties, have 
been, after all, due to direet contribu- 
tions to pure science, Often they have 


no apparent practical value, yet they 
may have some day. Franklin ’s experi- 
ments with kite and key and lightning 
must have seemed as purely speculative 
in his time as some of the great-little 
reputations nowadays based on small 
and unknown things. 
CHILDREN’S LIVES SACRIFICED 
TO IGNORANCE 
Tv is a curious fact that, although we 
are willing to spend large sums of 
money to tind the causes of myster- 
ious diseases such as cancer, we do not 
exert ourselves to save life in ways 
that are quite obvious. Infant mortal- 
ity, always large, has not been mater- 
ially decreased of recent years, and yet 
we have the necessary knowledge to 
cut it down to a very small minimum, 
Why do we not act upon this know- 
ledge? The reason, according to Dr. 
L. T. Royster, of Norfolk, Va,, writing 
in The Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, is simply because a 
knowledge of the means of preventing 
infant mortality has not been sufficient- 
ly disseminated among the people. He 
goes on:

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“Tf this is true, and I am thoroughly 
convineed that it is true, the question 
resolves itself into the best means of 
distributing such information as will 
aid in this campaign, to all people of 
all classes and conditions of life, show 
ing them what are the causes of mortal 
ity, the results of bad management, and 
how best to apply the knowledge of the 
means of prevention to the accomplish- 
ment of the desired end,’’
